A procession was taken out by the students and others 
of Jagtial on 18-8-1954 in connection with Nizamabad in- 
cident uttering slogans against the minority community. On 
that day, nothing untoward occurred. Same night, it is eaid 
that some flag life that of Pakistan was found flying on light 
pole. Next day again (on 20th August) a procession was 
takes out which was being followed by the police. Ad soon 
as procession divided into various groups rind entered into 
more than 100 houses of minority community and destroyed 
properties worth in thousands. Even the mosques were 
not spared. The religious books were torn out into pieces 
and thrown into the well. All this while police was there 
wititout sjgtousgy attempting to either dispersing $j

Motion for Adjournment re: Revised pay scales of 
Non-Gazetted Staff of the Government

ing given effect to m this month's pay of Augiist, 1954 
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of Sop . G netted mta tf o f G a f. 

through the pay bills being prepared accordingly, h?.s tit 
heavily the non-gazetted employees of Hyderabad Stfct*. 
The revised scales of pay are not in keeping will; the 
salaries payable for similar occupations in Hyderabad, and 
do not meet the minimum essential requirements of an aver- 
age middle class family, but are considerably harsh and 
harmful to the existing incumbents. The most ugly 
features of the revised scales are the down-grading of the 
salaries and the fixation of meagre-grade increment^ result- 
ing in reduction of paying having effect on the economic and 
social conditions of the employees* 

This injustice to non-gazetted employees of Hyder- 
abad State will result in over-all frustration and degener- 
ation in them; and by this it is feared, that not only the 
standard of living of non-gazetted employees and their de- 
pendents will fall down to a certain extent, but the efficiency 
in the administration will also be damaged to a great 
extent* "

I wish to say that this Bill forms part of our efforts to 
introduce basic agrarian reforms. As I have expressed in 
this House many a time, the feudal structure in India re- 
presents three types of exploitation— firstlv. the land 
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interest ; secondly the debtor interest and thirdly very heavy 
revenue taxation. The first aspect of the matter, we have 
dealt with under the Agricultural Lands and Tenancy 
legislation. The second aspect, viz., the debtor's interest is 
being dealt with in the present BilL The Bill is shortly go- 
ing to find its place on the Statute Book. 

I respectfully wish to point out to the Treasury Benches 
and the House that the object with which we have dealt with 
this particular problem is only half-hearted. There are 
three aspects at which one must look at this problem. 
Firstly, it is necessary that long term debts should be liqui- 
dated; secondly, the other debts should be scaled down sub- 
stantially ; and thirdly, a sort of mortorium or postponement 
of the actual payment of the remaining debts should be pro- 
vided, These are the three aspects from which any one 
would wish to implement the basic agrarian reforms* 

I have to regretfully state that the first aspect of liqui- 
dating old debts has not been seriously considered by the 
Treasury Benches and whatever plea and whatever date I 
suggested in the House was overlooked and was not accepted. 
It was simply argued that it is not possible to liquidate old 
debts. I have pointed out to the party in power and the 
various committees the need to liquidate the old debts. We 
have looked into the matter and come to the conclusion that 
so far as old debts are concerned, it is not possible for the 
peasant or for the debtor to pay them ; and especially when 
we are dealing with agrari&n reforms we have to take this 
point into consideration, namely, that we have to rehabili- 
tate a section of the peasantry on land and that if they have 
to be rehabilitated they must be given back their land which 
was snatched away from them by the money-lenders. Unless 
we give them land without the payment of iheold debts, it will 
»ot be possible for the small peasants and the agricultural 
labourers to be rehabilitated. Therefore. I have pleaded 
time and again in the House that the old debts should be 
liquidated; but uirforfcunatdy that has not been accepted. 

T&e second aspect of sealing down tibe debts was no 
doubt done and I do accept ttiat to a great extent certain 
measures have been introduced — 50 per cent, scaling down 
in respect of debts dating back to 1$4© and 10 per cent scal- 
insr clown in regard to debts between If4(M7. Tkem
